\2nd Liquor Bill 


For State Stores

Measure Like Law of Virginie 
Would Become Effective In ‘57 
—~?-— 

Frankfort, Ky., April 12.— 
Representative Harry M. Caudill, 
Whitesburg, today introduced 
the second bill in two days to 
set up a system of State-owned 
liquor stores. 


Caudill’s bill is modeled after 
the Virginia State Liquor-Mon- 
opoly Law. 

“The enactment of such a 
system of State management of 
alcoholic-beverage sales would 
supply much of the additional 
revenue needed without increas- 
ing the burden on the taxpayer,” 


Tax on Sand Proposed 

He said 22 other states have 
adopted the State-owned-store 
system of liquor sales. 

The measure, House Bill 36, 
would not become effective un- 
til July 1, 1957. 

In another bill, Representa- 
tive Roy C. Davis, Bardwell, 
would levy a 10-cent-a-ton ex- 
cise tax on sand. The tax would 
be paid by dealers. 

House Minority Leader Charles 
W. Buchanan, Barbourville, of- 
fered a bill that would have the 
effect of reimposing the State 
pari-mutuel tax on Keeneland 
Race Course.

CHAPEL OF THE ANGEL: A symbol of Easter morn, when 
the stone was rolled away from the tomb and Christ arose from 


| the dead, is the Chapel of the Angel, through which you pass to 


enter the Tomb of Christ in the Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
in Old Jerusalem. The tiny Chapel of the Angel, lit by fifteen 

lamps, contains a large stone, said to be the one rolled 
away by the angel whose “countenance was like lightning, and 
his raiment white as snow.” (Matthew 28:2-4) From this small 
chapel you stoop to enter the inner Tomb marked by a simple 
marble slab. An oblong shaped stone structure, standing directly 
beneath the Great Dome of the church, houses the two shrines. 
Six candles, as tall as the shrine itself, stand guard outside the 
entrance door and above it eight candles burn. The principal re- 
ligious ceremonies and processions of Holy Week in Old Jerusalem 
center about this Tomb, the holiest shrine of Christendom, in the 
Bible Land of Jordan.

While some critics have termed 
the book monotonous, it remains 
that now it is one of the best 
known sources of the early 
history of Methodists in the sec- 
tions treated.

HEALTH FOR ALL 


“Today the modern mother 
breast feeds her baby,” says Mrs. 
Grace W. Collins, R. N., Letcher 
County Health Department 
nurse. “Breast feeding is an 
insurance against infant diar- 
rhea and generally gives a baby 
a healthier, happier, start in 
life.” 

Most mothers can nurse their 
babies without any difficulty, 
and a mother’s milk contains al- 
most everything a young baby 
needs for nourishment. 

Breast fed babies have many 
advantages and greater health 
protection than bottle fed ones. 
Infection is less likely from a 
breast. A mother passes some 
antibodies against disease to the 
infant in her milk. Breast milk 
is cheap and requires no advance 
preparation since the milk is 
always ready and at the correct 
temperature. A baby is more 
apt to get the amount of milk 
he needs at onc feeding when 
his food isn’t measured for he 
can drink until he is satisfied. 

Mrs. Collins recommends that 
nursing mothers plan their regu- 
lar work around their baby’s 
feeding schedule. During feed- 
ing time a mother should re~ 
lax and enjoy her baby. During 
the milk producing months, a 
mother should watch her diet 

}carefully. Additional informa- 
; tion on breast feeding and a 
mother’s diet is available in the 
pamphlets, “Mother, Breast Feed 
Your Baby” and “Your Food 
Before the Baby Comes” which 
can be obtained at the Letcher 
County Health Department.

“Today the modern mother 
breast feeds her baby,” says Mrs. 
Grace W. Collins, R. N., Letcher 
County Health Department 
nurse. “Breast feeding is 
insurance against infant diar 
rhea and generally gives a baby 
a healthier, happier, start in 
life.” 

Most mothers can nurse their 
babies without any difficulty, 
and a mother’s milk contains al- 
most everything a young baby 
needs for nourishment. 

Breast fed babies have many 
advantages and greater health 
protection than bottle fed ones. 
Infection is less likely from a 
breast. A mother passes some 
antibodies against disease to the 
infant in her milk. Breast milk 
is cheap and requires no advance 
preparation since the milk is 
always ready and at the correct 
temperature. A baby is more 
apt to get the amount of milk 
he needs at onc feeding when 
his food isn’t measured for he 
can drink until he is satisfied.

AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH 
DOES AMAZING THINGS 
WITH PRODUCTS 


Washington, D. C. — The old 
puzzle used to be: 


“Which comes first—the chic- 
ken or the egg?” 

Now it might well be stated 
this way: 

“Which comes  first— the 
chicken or the feathers?” 


This development arises from 
the fact that research technic- 
ians in the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture have now develop- 
ed a formula 
chicken feathers can be made 
into chicken feed. So, the chick- 
en feathers are fed to chickens, 
who produce more chickens to 
produce more chicken feathers 
to be fed to more chickens. 

This was one of the facts 
which Senator Earle C. Clements 
learned in a session with Frank 
Teuton, a former Kentuckian 
and a classmate of Senator Clem- 
ents at the University of Ken- 
tucky, and now ary information 
officer for the Department of 
Agriculture. 


Teuton gave Senator Clem-

ents a review of research acti- 
ties which have placed emphas- 
is upon Kentucky agricultural 
products, many of which are be- 
ing produced in surplus quan- 
tities. The research seeks means 
of disposing of these surpluses. 


That use of chicken feathers 
to produce chicken feed isn’t 
the only thing being done with 
what once was a wasted product. 
Better paint brushes are now 
being made from reconstituted 
chicken feathers than are pro- 
duced with the famed Chinese 
hog bristles which had to be 
imported. 


| And agricultural research has 
\developed encouraging new uses 
for inedible animal fats. This is 
important because of a huge 
surplus of fats from hogs and 
cattle that once went into soaps. 


“Now,” Teuton told Senator 
Clements, “the detergents have 
taken over the field, but the re- 
searchers found ways to use 
these inedible fats in the pro- 
duction of plastic items such as 
raincoats, garden water hose, 
jfloor tile and other things.”

Teuton showed Senator Clem- 
ents shotgun shells held togeth- 
er with glue made from Ken- 
tucky soybeans, disease-free 
strawberries, milk sugar which 
penicillin, brilliant 


in hybrid corn. 

For the Kentuckians who 
like orange juice but have dif- 
ficulty in getting fresh oranges, 
Teuton displayed orange juice in 
a powdered form which requires 
no refrigeration yet retains all 
the qualities of fresh juice. 

Agricultural research has de- 
veloped many techniques which 
aid in manufacturing, Teuton 
explained. For example, he 
showed Senator Clements a 
smartly-styled raincoat which 
had been made water repellent 
by weaving the fabric 25 per- 
cent closer than ever before. 

Senator Clements participat- 
ed with Teuton in the produc- 
tion of a film for television de- 
scribing the research advance- 
ments being made.

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Scenes from the Holy Land 


THE CHURCH OF THE SEVEN DOMES 


Among the remaining, important edifices in 
the morning lands of history, and from the times 
of the by-gone middle ages stands this Byzantine 
Church with seven domes. It was erected in the 
eleventh century in Cyprus, in a village called, 
“Teroskypos”, and was dedicated to a Christian 
martyr whose name was Hagia Paraskeve. He was 
born in Rome in the second century and was mar- 
tyred, presumably in the days of the Emperor 
Marcus Aurelius. His name, Paraskeye, means Fri- 
day or one of the seven days of the week; this is one 
explanation for the church having seven domes. 

This church stands as a medieval monument of 
great interest. Its location is near the city of Paphos 
where Sergius Paulus, the Roman Governor of the 
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Island was converted at the preaching of the Apostle 
Paul. The temple of Aphrodite was also in the 
area, and the village itself takes its name from the 
holy gardens that existed here which were dedicated 
to the goddess of love. It was perhaps the miracle 
wrought by Paul in this place that marked the area 
as a special religious center, and the cause for the 
erection of churches here as well as the heathen 
temples which were prompted by the anti-christian 
spirit. 

There is an old baptistery inside the church and 
its walls contains frescoes painted from the style of 
the Byzantine art The place is still used for relig- 
ious services, and the crusaders cross can be seen 
on the high tower as well as the Greek Flag of the 
Greek Orthodox Church.
